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WORKS RELATING TO THE CITY OE BRISTOL. 

PART I.- GENERAL LITERATURE. 

1575. The Whole Order howe cure Soveralgne Ladye Queene Elizabeth, 
was receyued into the Citie of Bristow, and the speaches spoken 
before her presens, at her entry, with the residue of versis and matter 
that might not be spoken (for distance of the place) but sent in a boek 
ouer the Waetter. 

These verses will be found on leaves lOO-llO of the 1B76 and 1578 editions of 
The First parte of Churchyarde's OMppes. At the end of the verses it is 
stated that " Som (sic) of these Speeches could not be spoken by means of a 
Scholemaister, who enuied that any stranger should set forth these shoes." 
Copies of both editions are in the British Museiun. There is a MS. note in 
the 1B78 edition (B.M.) that "AJtho' this be called the first part of Church- 
yard's Chlppes, yet no second part was ever printed. The work is very rare : 
as a proof of which it may only be necessary to state that so far back as 
Dr. Wright's sale (1787) it produced :E3 13s. 6d." The British Museum copy 
of the 1578 edition seems to have cost £43 15s. 

There was an edition of Churchyard's Chippes printed in 1565 in the Heber 
Collection [Davis' Second Jowmey round the Library of a BibUomaMiae.] 
"The Whole Order howe our Soveralgne . . . was receyued" is reprinted in 
The Bristol Memorialist, 1823, pp. 147-159, and in NichoU's Progresses and 
Public Processions of Queen Elizabeth, and in Collier's Reprint of Church- 
yarde's Chippes [c. 1870] pp. 215-236. 

The date of Queen Elizabeth's entry into Bristol was August Uth, 1574. A 
full account of her three days' visit may be seen in Seyer's Memoi/rs of 
Bristol, vol. ii., pp. 244-5, and Bristol Past and Present, vol. )., pp. 264-6.

It is stated in the note that on April 15, 1587, the Earls of Warwick and 
Leicester came to Bristol from Bath at the invitation of the citizens, the Earl 
of Leicester being Seneschal of the City. The address was read after a state 
dinner at the Council House, and was written by Joh. Sprint, Dean of Bristol. 
See Seyer, vol. ii., pp. 251. Seyer does not seem to have known of this very 
rare little work. As far as we know the Bodleian copy is unique. 
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1590. The most dangerous and memorable aduenture of Bichard Ferris, 
one of the flue ordinarie Messengers of her Maiesties Chamber, who de- 
parted from Tower Wharfe on Midsommer day last past, with Andrew 
Hill and William Thomas, who vndertooke in a small Wherry Boate, 
to rowe by Sea to the Citie of Bristowe, and are now safely returned.

Ferris' travels and the Sonnet (the last 5 leaves) are in black 
letter. The so called Sonnet consists of 11 verses of 6 lines each. It is 
signed " lames Sargent."

1600. The Voyage of Master Andrew Barker of Bristol, with two ships, 
the one called the Ragged stafFe, the other the Beare, to the coast of 
Terra flrma, and the Bay of Honduras in the West Indies, in the yeere 
1576. Wherein the reasons are premised which mooued Mm to set 
forth this voyage against the Spaniards: collected out of certaine 
notes and examinations touching this enterprise by M. Eichard 
Hakluyt. HaUuyt's Voyages, vol. iii., pp. 528-530. 

Andrew Barker was a Bristol merchant, whose goods in Teneriflfe, valued at 
£1700, had been siezed by the Spaniards. For the purpose of reprisal he 
fitted out the Eagged Staff and the Bear and sailed to South America on a 
filibustering expedition. The enterprise, though at first successful, ended in 
disaster, and Barker was killed in 1677.

The authorship of this play has been attributed to John Day, the dramatist 
[Halkett £: Laing], but this has been questioned [Diet. Nat. Biog., vol. xiv., 
p. 235.] Eichard I. who, it is generally said,landed at Sandwich on March 13, 
1194, after his captivity, is here represented as having landed at Bristol. 
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1607. A true report of certaine wonderfull ouerflowings of Waters, 
now lately in Summerset-shire, Norfolke, and other places of 
England: destroying many thousands of men, women, and children, 
ouerthrowing and bearing downe whole townes and villages, and 
drowning infinite numbers of sheepe and other Cattle [Woodcut of 
the Floods.] Printed at London by W. I. for Edward White arid are 
to be solde at the signe of the Gunne at the North doore of Paules. 

Not seen. The above title is copied from a reprint by Ernest Baker (1884). 
The flood described took place Jan. 27, 1607. The water rose so high at 
Bristol that it was half way up the seats in St. Thomas' and the Temple 
Churches, and a boat of 5 tons floated to the door of St. Nicholas' Crypt 
[Sayer, vol. ii., pp. 260-1.]

Captain James was born about 1593. He was a son of Alderman Thomas 
James of Bristol. In 1631 he was appointed by the Merchants of Bristol 
to the command of an expedition for the discovery of the N. W. passage. He 
sailed in the Henrietta Maria on May 8, and returned on Oct. 22, 1632, after a 
tempestuous voyage, with the loss of only four of his crew. James' Bay was 
named after him.

It contains pp. 161-164, 
and it appeared on Mar. 30, 1831. 

This Paper contains little of a biographical character and consists chiefly of 
comments on local events and savage attacks on members of the Bristol 
Corporation. Its name was adopted to evade stamp duty. This is avowed 
by Acland in the first number of a Newspaper, bearing the same name, 
which he published in 1872, and he adds that the ruse was successful. Many 
of the statements in this periodical were refuted and Acland's character was 
attacked in a series of articles which appeared in the Bristol Mercwry. 
These were reprinted in a collected form entitled The BnstoliacL [Between 
1829 and 1831.] q.v. In Feb. 1831, Acland was publishing at Bath a news- 
paper entitled The Bathmiicm. Correspondence aiiA Memoirs of James Aeland. 
To avoid a prosecution for libel Acland left Bristol about l&Sl and established 
a periodical of a similar character to his Bristolian in Hull. In 1872 he 
returned to Bristol and started the paper next mentioned, viz :—

PART v.— CHATTEETONIANA. 



This Part includes notices of books, pamphlets, magazine articles etc., relating to the 
life or works of Chatterton, or to the Rowley controversy. This controversy, 
which raged rather more than a century ago, is now, except by students of 18th 
century literature, almost forgotten. A full account of it would be here out of 
place, but a brief note on its origin and nature, will make the following biblio- 
graphy more intelligible. In the years 1768 and 1769 MS. copies of certain 
poems were placed in the hands either of Messrs Gt. Catcot, "W. Barrett or 
Horace Walpole by Chatterton, who alleged that he had copied them from 
documents that he had found in the muniment room over the N. Porch of 
S. Mary Reddiffe. He asserted that they were all written in the 15th centmy, 
and that most of them were by one Thomas Rowley, a secular priest of Bristol. 
In only a few cases were documents purporting to be the originals produced. 
After Chatterton's death these poems were collected and published in a volume 
entitled " Poems supposed to have been written at Bristol, by Thomas Rowley 
and others," and they at once became the subject of controversy in the leading 
magazines of the period. 

The Eowleians relied chiefly on two arguments, (1) that it was impossible that 
such works could have been produced by an ill-educated lad of only 15 or 16 
years old ; and (2) that the poems attributed to Rowley reached a much higher 
level of poetic excellence than those which were undoubtedly written by 
Chatterton. The main argument used by the anti-Rowleins was that the poems 
in question abounded in anachronism both in matters of history and language. 
They pointed out that the language in which they were written did not belong 
either to the 15th or to any other century, but was a jumble of words used at 
different periods with many words that had never been used before, and that 
it could only be described as the "Rowleian dialect." It is now universally 
admitted that Chatterton was the author of the Rowley Poems. If any further 
proof were required it has been recently furnished by Professor Skeat. He has 
noticed that the word "hecke," which means a rack, is twice used in the Rowley 
Poems to mean a rock, and that the meaning of hecke in Kersey's Dictionary 
is through a typographical error given as " rock " instead of rack. As it is well 
known that Chatterton made use of Kersey's Dictionary this is very striking.
